It was clearly an act of homage 
when in 1937 Schoenberg 
orchestrated onc of Brahms's 
early but great chamber works, 
the G minor Piano Quartet, 
thus turning il into the sym- 
phony it could so easily have 
first been. And yet, hearıng the 
fruits of Schoenbergs Iabours 
played on Wednesday by the 
City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra, onc could not help 
wondering if perhaps the ven- 
ture rather distorted the balance 
of 1he original. 

The problem lies in the 
finale. In Brahms's unaltered 
version it scems quite natural 
that the serious atmosphere of 
such a vast work should be 
dissipated in part hy a relatively 
carefree but neverlheless last 
ful gipsy rondo finale. The 
process only recalls Haydn, 
afler alll But Schoenberg. 
through his colourful, su 
premely skilful orchestration, 
success in tuming ihc MOVE. 
ment into a kind of obligatory 
encore whose humour Verges on 
the camp. particularly when the 
xylophone makes its spectacular 
appearance. Whoever said that 
Schoenberg was dull? 

The critical amount af 
musical weigh thus removal 
scems to have bcen placvd 
insicad on the penullimate 
movemenlL an Andante con 
molto whose Beclhovenian suh- 
stance was turned by the 
ripeness of Schocnberg’s instru- 
mentalion into 1h work's 
eloquent climax dand, to all 
intents and purposes, its end. 

if Schoenberg's job here was 
almost 100 well done. the first 
two movements reluincd the 
elegance of the original, but 
gained cogency from Schoen- 
berg's larger palette of sound. 
The first movement, with 
woodwinds doubling cach other 
at the octave, provided an 
immediate reminder that this is 
no pastiche of Brahms’s own 
orchestral technique but rather 
a view from a later, grateful age. 
And the second, which appar- 
enlly signified Brahms’s Jirst 
use of the Intermezzo in place 
of he more aggressive Scherzo 
of his Germanic forebears and 
contemporaries, remained 
beautifully transparenL Simon 
Raule’s direction, and the 
CESO's playing, were al all 
times assured. 

It was a curious idea to 
juxtapose this work with Rach- 
maninov's Second Piano Con- 
certo, in which the soloist was 
Cecile Oussel. Opinion of her 
playing seems divided, but 1 can 
only say that while she certainly 
possesses strength and a formid- 
able technique 1 found there to 
be no depth to her reading.

The foreign ministers of [2 Western 
European nations arrive in Cosla 
Rica today to geı acquainted with a 
region considered by President 
Reagan lo be a strategically crucial 
"backyard" and whose destiny, 
accordingly. America must set out {0 
control. 

Ceniral America’s tiniest nation, 
El Salvador, is also the most 
politically prized. It is where the 
whole region’s battle between left 
and right, East and West is being 
fought most fiercely. The rebel 
Farabundo Marti National Liber- 
ation Front (FMLN), which receives 
Soviet-bloc backing. and goverm- 
ment troops. financed, trained and 
almost fully dependent on the US, 
are in the fifth year of a seemingly 
endless civi] war. . 

According to President Reagan, if 


El Salvador falls to the left then 


As the money comes in, President 
Duarte’s credibility rises with those 
who pose the biggest threat to his 
ovement stability. “What 

is doing now is consolidating 
his power”, explains a high govern- 
ment official; “He .is trying to draw 
1he poison out of the military and 
the private sector.” “No, he’s not 
consolidating, he's not strengthening 
his. power”, counters a university 
academic, “his aim is merely to 
remain as head of the government." 

Duarte is aware that US money 
offers hîm his best defence for 
fending off any attempts t0 over- 
throw him and, accordingly, has 
accommodated himself to Washing- 
tons wishes. “The US ambassador 
has Duarte under his thumb”, says 
businessman Mario Valiente, a 
leading organizer of Major Roberto 
d'Aubuisşon's extreme-right Repub- 
ican Nationalist Alliance (Arena) 
party. “The American embassy here 
1s Hke a bank that's intervened in ã 
company to which it has lent aot of 
money. The company has gone 
under and the bank has had to 
it over”. 

Before the elecion Duarle'’s 
rhetoric higblighted social injustice 
and a tradilion of government 
repression as the understandable

Their most obvious 
shared concern is to defuse a 
potential escalation of the global 
East-West conflict. 

ltt will be a priority of this 
unprecedented meeting 10 bolster 
the Contadora peace initiative, 
generally held 1o be worthy in ils 
intentions but bereft of political 
muscle. El Salvador’s president, Jos 
Napoleon Duarte, had repeatedly 
pronounced his commitment to {he 
Conladora process. Yet his most far- 
reaching act since coming 1o power 
on Junc 1 has been 1o persuade a 
habitually sceptical American Con- 
gress lo approve an additional $70m 
in additional military aid to the 
Salvadorean armed forces.
